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’IVETI!" With a raised 
glass of the excellent 
[Grasevina wine of the re¬ 
gion, it means, “Let us live!” 

In a nation that lost nearly two 
million lives in World War II, this 
totes an impass^ned punch. 

We flew from Budapest to Bel¬ 
grade, in order to catch a special 
train run to Bar on the Adriatic 
coast, over a mountainous line 
through 254 tunnels. It took 25 years 
to build it. 

Then we would tour the entire 
Montenegro and Dalmation coast to 
the old Roman city of Pula. 

Yugoslavia is on a momentous and 
I think successful campaign to 
please tourists. We spent a day and 
night in the capital, Belgrade, which, 
as was our case, is visited mostly in 
transition. 

Marinkovich Ruzica, who 
mercifully suggested we call her 
"Rose," was our one-day guide and 
exposed us to the city’s obvious 
charm with its sycamore and linden 
shaded boulevards and great 
dynamic squares, none without its 
heroes frozen in bronze.

Along the Yugoslavian coastline. 


The city looks alive. Citizens can 
own small private businesses with up 
to 10 employees. 

According to Rose, Belgrade, 
which dates back before the Roman 
period, has been invaded, razed and 
occupied 37 times. The past 40 years, 
since World War II, is the longest 
period of peace in the city’s history. 
She still smarts at the mention of 
Germans and even Turks. 

Marshal Tito kept Yugoslovia an 
independent communist country. It 
is not a Soviet satellite. 

We noticed no Americans, even 
though the dollar at 415 dinars is the 
best exchange we found on our 
journey. , , , 

We were driven by miles of sky¬ 
scraper apartments, scattered about 


like Stonehenge to Mount Avala and 
climbed a pyramid of steps to stand 
before the Unknown Soldier monu¬ 
ment. After dragging our bodies up 
those hundreds of steps — that 
soldier will never be unknown in our 
minds. 


Belgrade is split by the ever-snak¬ 
ing Danube where another great 
(and polluted) river, Sava joins it. 

Rose ($45 a day for up to three 
persons), has the ability to weave in 
and out of traffic with one hand, 
while pointing out sights with the 
other and, without a qualm, declar¬ 
ing other drivers a “crazy lot.” She 
even expressed hurt when I closed 
my eyes. 

• • » 
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Bc.-ause so much h;.s been de¬ 
stroyed, the city is a smart lookiag 
modem capital with formal parks, 
clover-leaf freeways, massive sports 
arenas 'and even a touch of quaint¬ 
ness. Skadarlija is called the 
Montmartre of Belgrade. We dined 
at a cellar bistro called “The Two 
Deers" and were impressed by the 
proja, com bread made with cheese, 
large red peppers marinated in gar¬ 
lic butter and grilled, good ol' 
musaka (the Mediterranean 
favorite) and djuvec, a spicy Serbian 
veggy meat casserole. 

You don’t get far into Yugoslovia 
without being offered sljivovica, a 
strong plum brandy. It augments 
friend-making. “Ziveti.” 

Groups of roving singers passed 
through moaning of lost loves. 

One kept seeing his woman in his 
glass of wine. 

The traditional drummer arrived, 
beat his drum for attention and re¬ 
lated the news of the day, a bit of 
Shakespeare and a joke (we were 
told.) 

• • • 

The most-visited spot in 
Yugoslavia is President Tito’s House 
of Flowers tomb set in a lovely for¬ 
est right in the city. The tour in¬ 
cludes a museum filled with gifts 
from other nations, his home and 
office, with President Kennedy’s 
gold desk set still in place, and his 
tomb, a simple marble slab sur¬ 
rounded by growing flowers in a 
small mausoleum. It is said his wife 

still visits the. tomb every morning. 

0 0 0 

Anyone into train journeys will 
want to take this fairly new nine- 
hour run from Belgrade to Bar. First 
class is not expensive, but best re¬ 
serve your spot by a window. We 
shared a compartment with the 
Vsanovic family on holiday to Tivat. 
They immediately opened their pic¬ 
nic basket and insisted we share. 
Everybody wanted to practice Eng¬ 
lish. 


We rolled through lush California- - 
like farm land (85 percent of the 
farms are privately owned here) and 
gradually, passing from Serbia into 
Montenegro, each a republic, started 
upward into the mountains. The 
route is literally drilled through 
granite. Seventy-one miles are inside 
the 2S4 tunnels. 

The kids rolled with the giggles 
when I aimed my camera for a 
scenic shot as the train plunged into 
another tunnel. We crossed 234 
bridges, including the highest in 
Europe. At times we were balanced 
on cliff edges with sheer drops of 
100s of feet. We bordered the Tara 
river canyon, the second deepest 
gorge in the world, next to the Grand 
Canyon. 

Talk about thrills — our train 
would emerge from granite tunnel 
directly onto a bridge high above a 
valley, then plunge directly into a 
tunnel into the face of a sheer cliff on 
the other side. Our window framed a 
constant changing landscape. 

A chap came by serving tea. There 
is no diner. We got by on wine. 

We began our descent from the 
Dinara alp range and black moun¬ 
tains to the coast of Montenegro. The 

vista is magnificant. 

• • • 

We spent the night in Budva on 
beautiful Kotor Bay and discovered 
Yugoslovia’s answer to Europe’s 
competition to woo tourists — the 
tourist village. 

There are many. We stayed at 
Slovinska Plaza, a 2,000-room low 
profile complex, very tastefully built 
with hidden apartments along a long 
strip of shops and restaurants. It is 
new. You can cook your own meals 
or nourish yourself in some of the 
best restaurant cooking we had on 
this trip. Prices are surprisingly 
moderate. 

One evening over calamari stuffed

with spicey meats and cooked in 
garlic butter, we made acquaintance 
with a lawyer from Titograd, wbo 
after several wines began to sing 
with the roving musicians. Eyes 
closed, hands raised, fingers snap¬ 
ping, Jacque rocked with the rhythm 
and sang an old favorite about the 
difficulties of finding one’s way 
home when both the moon and the 
streets are drunk. 


• • • 

This coast is amply equipped with 
a variety of facilities from camping, 
(many especially for nudists), pri¬ 
vate family homes, plush, mod- 
emhotels and these tourist villages. 
Quite impressive. 

Montenegro's tourist jewel is near 
Slovinska Plaza. It is called Sveti 
Stefan, called a dream come true. It 
rises out of the deep blue sea on a 
tiny island, linked to the mainland by 
a causeway. A former fishing vil¬ 
lage; a former summer residence of 
King Alexander of Yugoslavia, it is 
now a “hotel town.” 

We went over for a wine on a 
terrace and were reminded of St. 
Michel off the French Coast. The 
view was a duplicate of the one 
fromoff Capri. Its rooms are stone 
huts that climb narrow cobblestone 
streets. A swimming pool is hewed 
out of solid rock and overlooks the 
sea. The prices are not that high. Its 
a real hideway between the moun¬ 
tains and open sea. A charmer.
